entire proceedings leading up to this Issue were 
n6t 
presented 
to the 
court, and the court la rendering its decision, which was favorable 
to 
the bonds, did not pass upon all of the questions which we have raised, 
but only passed upon one point. On account of this matter having gone 
to the Court of Appeals, as well as for other reasons with which you are 
familiar, we have given this particular matter the most careful consider­ 
ation, and It is with greatest regret that we have reached the conclusion 
which forbids us to give you a favorable opinion. 
"We might add further that It is regretable that when 
this matter 
was presented to the Court of Appeals the entire record, with all of the 
points which were raised by us involving the validity of these bonds, wan 
not presented to the court so that a decision could be had thereon.

you know, it was our position, and we so expressed ourselves to the parties 
representing the district, that {here should be a full and fair representa­ 
tion to the court of all questions affecting the validity of the bonds. For 
some reason or other this was not doone, and consequently

does not effect the validity of the bonds, excepting as to one point which 
was submitted and decided.

State Horticulturist Tells of 


the Pollinlzation Benefits 


In His Experience 


The following ie by Dr. A* J. Cook, 
California state horticultural commis­ 
sioner, in the American Weekly: 
In 1891 I visited my sister, Mrs. D. 
D. Gammon, who possessed a fine or­ 
chard at Courtland on the Sacramen­ 
to river. She Informed me that her 
fruit was not as plentiful nor as per­ 
fect as In former years. 8he said the 
trees weref much more freeMo bloom 
than to fruit. 
I asked her lf there were many 
bees kept In the neighborhood, tell­ 
ing her that many fruit trees were of­ 
ten or always sterile to their 
own 
pollen ani) must he cross-pollinated 
or the fruit would be scarce and Im­ 
perfect. 
In our orchards we mass trees by 
the score and bloosoms by the mil­ 
lion. each of which may, often must, 
be cross-pollinated or else they would 
refuse to fruit. Native bees and other 
sweet-loving Insects would 
do 
the 
work in part, but are utterly unable 
to do it all. Insects, in visiting flowers, 
would carry the pollen from one tree 
to another and would make the bar­ 
ren tree fruitful.

orchard insures colonies of bees by 
tho score and bees by the 
million. 
This secures an army of pollinators 
and thorough cross-pollinization, and 
helps greatly toward 
an 
abundant 
harvest. 
My sister engaged a beekeeper to 
bring his bees to her orchard, and at 
once there was a rich return in the 
finest fruit. Ever since, on the Gam­ 
mon ranch, the matter of cross-polll- 
natlon has received attention. 
Australia could not produce clover- 
seed until bumblebees were introduc­ 
ed, whose long tongues enabled them 
to reach the nectar from 
the 
long 
flower tubes. The first crop or cutting 
of red clover will not seed, aa the 
bumblebees are then few and far be% 
tween. The second crop is greeted by 
the hum of myriads of these bees and 
yields abundant seed. 
The discovery of the need and im­ 
portance of cross-pollination was one 
of the many invaluable gifts to us 
from the great Charles Darwin. Pro­ 
fessor Milton B. Waite of our depart­ 
ment of agriculture proved that many 
of our varieties of pears were often 
partially and wholly sterile to their 
own pollen. I have covered the bloom 
of the Kelsey plum and other fruit 
trees with a paper sack, so that no 
bees could reach them, and on some 
warm summer day, when the bees are j 
out in full force, have uncovered the, 
cluster of flowers and marked each j 
one that was visited by bees, and then I 
covered all again, to find later th a t’ 
the only ones that set fruit were the I 
ones that regaled the bees. 
Careful and elaborate experiments 
by the Oregon Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station proved that of eighty- 
seven varieties of apples, 
fifty-nine { 
were self-sterile. Of these were such 
California favorites as Yellow Belle-1 
flour. Gravenstein, 
Jonathan, 
King, 
Maiden’s Blush, Rhode Island Green- 
lug and Winesap. 
In conclusion, I advise that; 
Every orchardist should sos that 
there ars abundant bass near his or­ 
chard. 
He should never spray his orchard 
with arsenical sprays while In bloom, 
but just after the blossoms fall. 
He should mix varieties In plant­ 
ing. 
Ha should secure 
varieties 
that 
blossom at tho same time.
